Texas c itie s there is not acute, heart- 
e n d in g poverty to anything near the 
ex'ent it obtains In the larger com­ 
munities of the East and North, There 
may be less need of free milk funds 
end charitable public supervision of 
the care and feeding of Infants of the 
poor during the summer, but the need 
of municipal control of the milk sup­ 
ply at this season is as pressing In this 
aa in any other region. 
In th* past 
year or so State authorities and spe­ 
cially employed experts in city sani­ 
tation and food supply hav* found 
that milk In some of our cities Is made 
ready for delivery to shops and homes 
and sating places under conditions that 
ar# by no means what they should 
be. Expert inspection has resulted In 
information given the public that re­ 
frigeration methods, ^or example, are 
Improper lf not altogether 
lacking; 
that sanitary 
provision, too, Is not 
made against contamination by dust 
and dirt. Results of some of the bac­ 
teriological tests under these conditions 
of preparing and keeping for sale have 
l>een alarming and the condition Itself 
has been reported inexcusable, the re­ 
sult 
of 
Indifference 
or 
Ignorance. 
Where ignorance Is the cause, local 
health boards and their Inspectors are 
at fault peculiarly. Certainly they are 
at fault where they have not forced 
the Indifferent dealer to observe the 
public health regulation of his busi­ 
ness. 
Every city that has a milk In­ 
spection ordinance should enforce It; 
every health board ahould volunteer 
for the enforcement of State food reg­ 
ulation In regard to the milk supply. 
Every city that Is without such an 
ordinance should pass one now and 
see to its enforcement genuinely. Wo­ 
men's clubs, especially mothers' clubs, 
should see to it the milk Inspection 
ordinance la enforced. Hers Is a m at­ 
ter that cannot be sidetracked undar 
any consideration of politics; 
vote- 
getting must not enter Into the ques­ 
tion of enforcing milk supply regula­ 
tions. 
It is a question of saving th* 
babies.

After the police chief of I-os Angeles 
advocated equal suffrage ss a means 
of lensening crime In the community, 
the International Association of police 
Chiefs elected MaJ.

illiterates, near-illiterates, debtors and

"The granting of the elective fran­ 
chise to women would add to 
the 
strength, efficiency, justice and fair­ 
ness of government," runs this re­ 
port of a committee 
of the 
United 
States senate, the highest lawmaking 
body In the world. "The class of vot­ 
ers sought to bs enfranchised by this 
resolution... .fully, fairly and la good 
faith measures 
up 
to tho require 
merits" we quoted above. 
And whatever originally may have 
been the attitude of the politicians In 
California concerning the extension of 
office-holding, as well ss franchise, to 
Women In that 
State, 
tho fact re­ 
mains that In California and 
other 
equal suffrage States according these 
rights—rlgtijs. not privileges, aa the 
Senate -committee’s report points out 
—there is now chiefly praise for th* 
good wrought by the new order. On# 
must credit as sincere tho praise the 
chief of police of Los Angeles voiced 
Thursday before th* International As­ 
sociation of Police Chiefs convention 
in Washington, for the proof In his 
city that equal suffrage has been a 
deterrent of general and potty crime. 
The week past has besa notable in 
the advance 
of th# equal suffrage 
cause in this country. 
And thor* is 
every reason to believe the cause Is 
making steady head la all States 
even ta the South. 


ONE WEEK’S ADVANCE JN 
EQUAL SUFFRAGE CAUSE. 


It to not to be said that the women 
of Illinois have obtained "equal” suf­ 
frage at th*- hands of their legisla­ 
ture, but something better than half 
a loaf has been accorded them. The 
bill completed of passage by the house 
Thursday, decisively voted and to be 
signed 
by 
a Democratic 
governor 
who has long advocated enfranchis­ 
ing women, 
gives them the right 
to vote for statutory 
officials, 
In­ 
cluding presidential electors but not 
for consitutional 
officers 
and 
the 
most important are, of course, among 
these last—governor. memt>era of the 
legislature and federal senators. But 
they have much to be grateful for; 
the list of statutory officers covers a 
wide range in the government of the 
Stat* and Its political subdivisions. 
Illinois women asked for the ballot 
for quite the same reasons women of 
other State* have endeavored to get 
their legislatures to submit this con­ 
st itutioniil amendment and their na­ 
tional organization is doing its ut­ 
most In behalf 
of the Chamberlain 
resolution to submit to the States 
an equal suffrage amendment to tile 
national constitution. 
Illinois ranks 
neat to New York In number of wo­ 
men who labor and the desire to have 
voles and vote In the regulation of 
labor conditions has long been strong 
with these. 
Recent events, investi­ 
gations and the expression of opinion 
by thinking men thereon have em­ 
phasised th# need of woman’* par­ 
ticipation, In Illinois, In the public 
ordering 
of 
these conditions, 
We 
think It Is a question of a very few 
years until Illinois grants equal suf­ 
frage by constitutional amendment. 
There must bs powerful encourage­ 
ment to tbs leaders of the movement, 
ta tim States and nationally, in the 
report of the senate 
equal suffrage 
committee 
In 
Washington. 
Friday 
recommending adoption of the Cham­ 
berlain resolution to submit the en­ 
franchising amendment ta the States.

Old Spring Linked With Waco*a 
Hiatory—to Ba Fraad of Hornoaa 


(By Mise Mary Room.) 
When th* country surrounding the 
city at Waco was a truckles* wilder­ 
ness, known only ie wandering tribes 
of Indians, who had been gradually 
driven from the East, first by contend­ 
ing tori)** and later by tbs invasion of 
civilized peoples from foreign lands, 
the wonderful spring, the "Old Sprint," 
on the west bunk of the Brazos War, 
became a resting place for every wan­ 
derer or traveler. 
These who have known the spot for 
th* past few years only can imagine 
the beauty at the place pictured by 
those whose early recollections ( enter 
about the «Md. Bprlag. 
Even some, 
who knew It before the hard hand of 
ommerte interfered, had lost eight 
of its to* adon until a few of the pat­ 
riotic w m en of Waco determined that 
it should be unearthed and preserved 
urn should any spot that has so lory- 
iy coaulbuted to the comfort, pleasure 
and benefit of those who came before 
sad made possible a progressive city. 
Now that so much has been accom­ 
plished, It ie fitting that our minds 
should go back to the early tradi­ 
tions and try to Imagine something 
of IU appearance. 
The KOU along the hanks of the 
Braxos la said to be as rich as that 
of the XII*, and from the trees aking 
the stream on# can well iieheve it. 
While the east bank Is of clay and 
Mind, a strong ledge of hard limestone 
underlie* the western hank, and It 
Is from this rocky wall the big spring 
gushed forth to mingle Its pure, soft 
waters with th* yellowed stream be­ 
low. Th* very earliest statements are 
that the pool of water wa* overhung 
by a bink covered with fem*. 
Just 
In front was the rocky ledge across 
which the water rushed, making a leap 
Into the river with ouch force that a 
mn a could not withstand It. 
A large 
falien tree lay acrose th* way, and 
there ft was the Indians would go for 
a plunge la th* river, standing on the 
log end allowing lh# water to throw 
them out into the stream. 
At that 
tim* the river was deep, not having 
besa filled with the washings of sand 
and silt from cultivated lands in the 
valley now on either side. 
The banks 
of the river a eve covered with ferns, 
th* pool* and nooks were grown up In 
rushes end rank gras***; bamboo and 
b**i#r vine* nod* a tangle of foliage 
from tree to tree; dogwood, haw and 
wild plum hloeeoms mad* sweet 
the 
air in springtime. 
On the riverside 
below the spring ween tall trees, their 
arching branches hung with grape and 
trumpet vines 
Above the spring the 
woods emended to the rolling valley 
beyond whee* great 
live oak* and 
gnarled poet oaks were scattered. 
That It was aa unusually /in* spring 
la shown by the many references to It 
in the early history of Central Texas, 
sod as 
th* country 
became 
dimly 
known In far-away placer It was 
the point to which the traveller direct­ 
ed hie < 
-se. knowing that her# would 
be found an abundance of water and 
shade 
There are many tradition# of hew 
the different tribes of Indians contend­ 
ed for this location, first one and then 
anether gaining possession, perhaps to 
be driven away by attn another tribe, 
until It finally erne known as the vt1 
leg* et the Waco Indiana sad fro ti 
them thia city takes Its name 
There 
Ie a pathetic story of aa old Indian 
woman who was too feeble to continue 
th# Journey westward with her trib e - 
the tribe no on* rem embars awd was 
left with a certain quantity of food 
beside the spring, either to die when 
she no longer had food or strength, 
or to be taken by some other tribe, 
should rn wandering band baas that 
way. Only the old spring knows the 
roneluekm of her story. It Ie said that

After the white man had settled in 
the rountr> east of hero and the in­ 
dians had pushed their Way still fur­ 
ther toward the setting sun, the land 
nae found to be good, and consequent­ 
ly the white man wanted ti t 
own. 
The knowledge that river and 
spring afforded such an ample supply 
of water became widely scattered, and 
••artic* of pioneers from stoics beyond 
the Mississippi made this spot their 
destination. 
Trains of wagons would 
come here to camp, and then scatter 
to other parte of the country, some 
going on to the prairie lands, others 
taking up the rich bottom lands along 
the river. 
Many a meeting of king 
st r(tarted friends took place at the 
camp fire. and often mmebers of the 
sam* family who had been lost to each 
other for years would be leunlted, 
when a new party would arrive from 
the cast, for, in (nose days, when a 
letter might bs maay months on Its 
way to the one to whom it was dl 
reeled, it was possible for even the 
nearest and dearest to lo** sight of 
one another.

Tbs first settlers in the little village 
vier* knox n to be most bosn 1 1hie, 
so the deserving were sure of a warm 
welcome. To numbers who bad with­ 
stood the unaccustomed (arigue and 
Lordships rf a trip overland from Ten- 
nessee, 
Kentucky, Alabama or even 
further away, It meant more than a 
mere welcome. 
It meant lender cere 
In Illness and comfort in bereave­ 
ment, for many a time some little child, 
a 
tired mother, or a father, who 
had braved so much to bring his fam­ 
ily to a new land, found final rest at 
the end of the Journey, or was only 
held back from death by the simple 
remedies and watchful care of new­ 
found friends in the vtlalgn.

th* United States have fought. Cher- 
a rd I Davis of New Turk, has found th * 
subject very fascinating, ao much ao 
that b e baa produced a book In w h ic h 
th# romance 
lf the American flag 
Blanda f o r t h In absorbing text and at­ 
tractive P la te a . 
Th* book to put out 
In a very Umlted edition. 
Mr. Davis calls his book "The Col­ 
era of th# United States Army.” 
It 
covers th* period at cur history from 
I tll to IHS, although the subject prior 
to 1749 to touched upon. 
Aa he Boys 
ta hts Introduction, he hoe mod* only 
sn attempt at a brief history of the 
color* of th* United States army. Ho 
found not only that vary little 
had 
been written on the subject, but also 
that th* gathering of material for th* 
work waa m r on easy took. Uvea the 
records of tho war department 
are 
very incomplete, while those of the 
regiments me more so. 
In speaking of the ceders af tho reg­ 
ulars. Mr. Davis says:

out rn lot of new colors, due to the 
organisation of new regiments end the 
reorganisation of many regiments of 
Infantry which were disbanded in 1802, 
but of their details little is known.

Origin of Thirteen Stripes 
An Interesting fact about the origin 
of the thirteen stripe, and the thir­ 
teen stars is here related, on the col­ 
ors of the First regiment of light ar­ 
tillery <1812 or earlier) the shield ha.

W ith few exceptions, Mr. 
Davie says, all the colors prior to 1834 
showed the sam e details of design. The 
num ber of stars varied. 
He explain,

"By act of congress of 1792 the 
flag of the I'n lted S tates was to have 
fifteen stripes and fifteen stars and 
this rem ained so until 1818, when con­ 
gress provided that the stripes should 
be thirteen in number,

This explains the 
fifteen s tr ip e on the arm s of this and 
other color, prior to ISI*. 
The num ­ 
ber of stars above the eagle is not a l­ 
ways an accurate guide to the -late 
of th* flag. for the reason that hew 
stars were not alw ays added to the 
color, on the adm ission of new states, 
The general regulations for the arm y 
issued in 1831 contain the first de­ 
scription of arm y colors to be found 
in the w ar departm ent.

U nless there i* made a 
radical change in the conduct of ti.*» 
government's campaign against its rn- 
tnt ira. or unless the rebels become 
much weaker than they are today, for 
elan observer* believe that Huerta will 
have great difficulty in restoring peat * 
to Mexico. Aa for tho rebels, they have 
grown steadily stronger since General 
Huerta became president, 
and 
now 
there ie acarcoly a state in which their 
mobile columns have not been oper­ 
ating in defiance of the government s 
'superior armament and organization. 
"The country is plunged In anarchy." 
said "Bl Diarlo." a pro-government pa­ 
per. recently 
"Brigandage holds away 
In a large portion of the national terri­ 
tory; defeated in one place, the bands 
reappear In another, and they carry 
their audacity to the point of defying 
the federal divisions 
In their 
head­ 
quarters" The usual expression In the 
local papers, however, la of a different 
character. 
For the moot part they re- 
fleet the carefully studied optimistic 
tone of the officers at the national pal­ 
ace, who make much of defeats admin­ 
istered here and there, and often fail to 
make any mention at all of rebel vi« - 
tories. 
Three Military Operations, 
The military operations of the gov­ 
ernment have been divided into three 
general campaigns, one In the south 
against the followers of Zapata, con­ 
ducted by General Juvencio Robles; 
another whose center Is Quay mas. in 
Remora, and the third, directed ftom 
Monterey against the rebels operating 
in the states of Coahuila, Nuevo Leon 
and Tamaullpas. 
In addition to thee# 
defined 
campaigns 
the 
government 
troops are riding here and there over 
a dozen states, forcing their way from 
one point to another, only often to find, 
when they arrive at their destination, 
that the rebels have cut in behind 
them, or have torn the country to 
pieces on either side of their line of 
march. 
In the south Robles promised to ex­ 
terminate In a few weeks the "bandits** 
led by Emiiiano Zapata. 
He v a l in­ 
structed by the war department to m e 
the methods of Weyler in Cuba; to 
concentrate in a few points all non­ 
combatants, and then devastate with 
fire and cannon the remaining villages 
and towns, killing his prisoners, except 
those whose physical strength appealed 
to him 
as material 
for the 
regular 
army, but before Robles could get his 
plan under way, Zapata wa* attacking 
him in his headquarters, and ainee then 
it has been an open question which 
side would be the victim of the W ey­ 
ler method.

Similarly It must be borne in mind 
that the assessor who does a seaming 
Injustice between taxpayers has noth­ 
ing to guide him but his impulses, and 
It would be strange lf he did not yield 
to human nature once in a while. 
We can all see where a life insur­ 
ance company 
would 
arrive which 
lacked mortuary tables, and was de­ 
pendent upon agents* guess-work, 
ll 
would go out of business. 
The government cannot go out of 
business. 
That is the only reason 
Why ordinary assessment methods pass 
Bluster. 
This parallel also affords sn answer 
to those who assert that land values 
are too indefinite to be measured by 
mathem atical rules. 
Is anything under heaven more un­ 
certain than human life?

the probabilities of human life to

Set of mathematical tallies. 
When W.

Sources of value are sim­ 
ple and understandable when rightly 
approached. 
Community opinion

which 
lead men to pay for a property more 
than it is worth or to sell for leos. 
Confusion between value and use. 
Land value Is the measure of oppor­ 
tunity. 
Prosperity Is the measure of 
w hat men make of their opportunity. 
Presumably an assessor values proper­ 
ty. not men, yet It seems instinct with 
them, when considering two proper­ 
ties of equal value, to assess the high­ 
er tax against the one that It put to 
the more profitable use. 
They are 
fining the owner for his enterprise. 
However, the effect of scientific ap­ 
praisal everywhere is to standardize 
m le values 
by 
creating a related 
standard 
for 
judgment 
concerning 
every parcel of property. 
Standardis­ 
ing land values Is not different from 
standardising any other sort of values. 
Tile crucial thing is to Ox a unit for 
•he commem expression of opinion, lf 
you ask a number of produce dealers 
to bld for 50 bushels of potatoes, their 
• ultimates based upon a certain value 
per bushel will be nearly Identical, If 
you ask them to bld for a PILE of po­ 
tatoes, their Ideas of price will be

It Is ^especially in the treatment of 
nervous diseases that music has given 
the best results. Cases of hysteria and 
epilepsy seem sometime* to have been 
cured by concerts. The attack, treated 
at the start, ceased and subsequently 
occur! cd more rarely and ended by not 
appearing any more. 
For a long time past mus’.cotherany 
has been employed in a rational man­ 
ner. 
It has been used In the treat­ 
ment of madmen. 
Esquire! organized 
concerts at 
Chareaton, 
but he 
was 
not very well satisfied with the results 
obtained. 
In 1840, Leuret, at theatre, 
renewed the same attempt, but aly* 
without much success. 
Since this pe­ 
riod attempts have often been made 
to divert madmen in this way.

madness music h*a rat given the good 
results expected. 
Bat if th# experi­ 
ment has not been a success it may 
he because music is felt in a different 
manner by every human being and 
the more so must -that be the case 
with those who are diseased.
